It is the hope of the curators 
that state finances will improve or 
that some arrangement 
with 
local 
banks can be made to last until the 
next meeting of the legislature. 
“ This situation is not due to the 
failure of the last legislature to ap­ 
propriate enough money for the uni- 
veisitv, though there was appropriat­ 
ed $25,000 less for maintenance from 
the general revenue than for the pre­ 
ceding biennial period, and Governor 
Major had to hold up $25,000 of the 
appropriation, making the net amount 
$50,000 less. The university is keeping 
its expenditures within the appropria­ 
tion and the governor’s executive or­ 
der, but the requisitions for the uni­ 
versity’s monthly share of the gen­ 
eral revenue are not honored by the 
state auditor. 


$27,000 More Asked By Curators. 
“ All other appropriations 
to

agricultural 
extension 
projects, including farm advisers, off­

grants, etc. By executive order $30,000 
of the amount appropriated for these 
items was held lip, and the expendi­ 
tures for these projects have been ac­ 
cordingly reduced by the university, 
but no requisition for these purposes 
tied since December, 1915, has been 
honored. 
The requisitions signed by the cur­ 
viest erday, chargeable 
to

general revenue, amounted to approx­ 
imately $27,000 for maintenance and 
agricultural extension projects, in ad­ 
dition to the $83,227.51

ported. 
Gantt's Opinion 
Favors 
University. 
“ State Auditor Gordon has cited the 
constitution in justification of his ac­ 
tion in paying practically all other 
claims upon the state while declining 
to draw* warrants to honor the uni­ 
versity requisitions. 
The curators yesterday instructed 
their attorney to call Mr. Gordon's at­ 
tention to the fact 
that 
a supreme 
court 
decision 
stands 
squarely 
against his interpretation. The case 
is 160 Missouri 190, state ex rel vs. 
Henderson. The opinion was written 
by Judge Gantt, and on page 211 he 
nays: 
“ ‘In prescribing the order for the 
passage of 
the 
appropriation bills 
there was no intention to create spe­ 
cial liens upon the moneys 
in the 
treasury, or give any priority of pay­ 
ment tq one appropriation over an­ 
other.’ Yet it is stated and has been 
denied, that Mr. 
Gordon 
is issuing 
warrants for the payment of all state 
officers and clerks at Jefferson City 
and practically all state institutions, 
while requisitions to the amount of 
thousands of dollars on behalf of the 
State University at Columbia remain 
unhonored.”
